2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b.) as being clearly 
anticipated by Okamura et al. 

Okamura et al disclosed a resonator device (title) configured with a input 
port at one end and a termination at its other end (abstract), and for 
providing a frequency selective element for an oscillator (column 1, lines 10- 
13), the device comprising a substrate (column 1, lines 12-13); and a 
fractional wavelength transmission line (column 5, lines 18-29) on a surface 
of the substrate (column 5, lines 10-12), and formed into one or more loops 
(column 5, line 18) thereby providing a looped-stub resonator structure, 
wherein each edge or side (column 5, lines 13-18) of the one or more loops 
provides a portion of the fractional wavelength (column 5, equation 3); 
wherein the termination is one of a capacitor, a short circuit or an open 
circuit (column 3, lines 3-6); ... inner layer ... (figure2, 21 ...); ... dielectric or 
insulating layers ... (figure 2, 21 ...); ... conducting material layers ... (figure 
21; column 9, lines 13-19); ... oscillator ... (title: "resonator", column 1, lines 
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11-12 "used in portable radio and the like" (for general use where 
resonators go)); ... physically changing the metal pattern ... (column 6, lines 
55-61); ... physically changing the capacitive termination ... (column 6, lines 
23-50); ... Q of 100 or greater ... (column 11, lines 26-30); ... module ... and 
... common / different substrates ... and ... resonant frequency ... and ... 
dividers ... (column 1, lines 10-13 ... radio and the like ... ). 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

4. The prior art does not show the combination of claim 20 and so claims 
20-23 are allowed.
